: JOURNAL OF THE SESATE. 1 

S. J. R. No. 1: Wuersas, There is now in progress a wicked 
and armed rebellion against the Federal Union, seeking its over- 
throw and dismembermoent, and, 

Whereas, Those engaged in this revolutionary and treasonable 
movement, claim that the several States possess the Constitutional 
and legal right to secede from the Union and inaugurate a new 
government, including the resulting right to support such organ- 
ization by force of arms, and, 

Whereas, The people of the State of Oregon, citizens of the 
United States, have a vital and paramount interest in the preser- 
vation of our benificent system of free government, and the per- 
petuity of the Federal Union as its basis ; Therefore, be it 

Resalved, by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon. Thar 
we have a firm and unalterable attachment and devotion to the 
American Union; that it is a binding and perpetual connection 
between the States composing it: that the alledged right of 
secession urged by those resisting Federal authority has no exis- 
tence ; is a doctrine alike unfounded in the Constitution and fatal 
to all good government; and we brand it as a political heresy, 
cherished only by traitors and their sympathizers. 

Resolued, That the rebellion is an unjustifiable, inexcusable and 
wicked attempt—the result of a base conspiracy long since 
entered into by ambitious enemies of our republican institutions 
—+to overthrow our glorious Union, and the noble form of free 
government which it supports; and that those who justify or 
apologize for its treason are false to their Government, and trai- 
tors to the cause of humanity throughout the world; aud that 
this infamous revolt should be suppressed by the use of everv 
means necessary to effect that object. . 

Resolved, That os the Federal Union is the basis of all our pros- 
perity and character, as a nation, we will support the Executive 
of the Government in every effort “to preserve. protect and 
defend ” it, and take care that the laws be faithfully executed. 
and that all attempts to embarrass the Administration by assaults, 
or eaptious criticism upon its policy, should be regarded as unpa- 
triotic, and having a direct tendency to aid the traitors now fight- 
ing against the Government. f 

` Resolved, That the war against the rebellion should be prose 
cuted for the sake of preserving the Union, and not to subserve 
any mere partizan purposes, whatever, and to this end, while we 
insist that an assault upon the peculiar institutions of the rebel- 
lions States was never any part of the purpose of the Government, 
in its efforts to maintain its authority, we deny that slavery shall 
be permitted to stand between the loyal American citizen and the 
preservation of the Government; ^ that the paramount object in 
this struggle is to save the Union. and not to save or destroy 
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slavery :" and that we pledge the people of Oregon to sustain 
the Federal authority, in any lawful action, in reference thereto, 
whieh'has for its purpose and result the maintenance and perpe- 
tuity of the Union. d 

Resolved, That the weak and wicked scheme of the Pacific Con- 
federacy. concocted and cherished by secession sympathizers and 
agents, meets the emphatic condemnation of the people of Oregon, 
and we denounce itas a development of treason, favored by no 
man who has intelligence and patriotism. 

, That the practical issue of the times demands that 
patriots cease to cavil or discuss the partizan questions of the past; 
that all who desire the perpetuity of our free svstem of govern- 
ment, shall unite in one common, practical, fraternal, effort to 
support the national Executive, in his endeavors to subdue the 
present causeless and wicked revolt against the best and wisest 
government ever devised bv man, until the end shall be accom- 
pinen, whatever of time or sacrifice its consummation may 

emand. ,

JOINT RULES. 


1. While Bills, or Joint Resolutions, are on their passage 
between the two Houses, they shall be on paper, under the signa- 
ture of their Clerks respectively. 

2, After a Bill, or Joint Resolution, shall have passed both 
Houses, it shall be duly enrolled, on paper, and the Clerk of the 
House where it originated, shall endorse on the back thereof, the 
House in which it originated, under which he shall place his 
signature. 

3. Every Bill or Joint Resolution, after being enrolled, shall 
be examined by the Joint Committee on Enrolled Bills, consisting 
of atleast two members from each House, who shall compare the 
same with the Engrossed Bills and correct any errors they may 
discover, so as to make it agree therewith, and make their report , 
forthwith to their respective Houses. 

4. Every Bill or Joint Resolution reported to have been duly 
enrolled, shall be first signed by the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, who shall send the same to the Senate, then by 
the President of the Senate. 

All Bills and Joint Resolutions shall be signed by the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives and the President of the 
Senate in their Houses respectively, when in session, which shall 
be carefully noted on the Journals of each House. 

6. When any paper or papers, proper to be acted upon by 
both Houses, shall come before cither, the House before which such 
paper or papers are laid, shall, after acting thereupon, lay it or 
them before the other House. ` 

T. In case of disagreement between the two Houses, after 
passing the usual formalities, cach House shall appoint, at the 
request of the other, two member to act asa Committee of Con- 
ference, which Committee shall meet, endeavor to compromise the 
matter in dispute, and report to cach House their proceedings 
thereon. 

8. In all cases where the Sergeant-at-Arms of either House, 
by reason of official engagements, or other causes, be unable to 
execute the commands or process of the House of which he is an 
officer, it shall be the duty of the Sergeant-at-Ávms of the other 
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House to execute such commands. together with such process as 
may be directed to him by the presiding officer thereof. 

9. When a message is sent to the Senate or House of Repre- 
seatatives, it shall be announced at the door by the Sergeant-at- 
Arms or Door-Keeper, and shall be respectfully communicated to 
the Chair by the person by whom sent. , 

10. Messages shall be sent by such officers of the Senate or 
House as the President of the Senate or the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives may designate for that purpose. , 

11. No Bill which shall have passed one House, shall be sent 
for concurrence of the other on either of the last two days of the 
Fesslon. 

12. The President of the Senate and the Speaker of the House 
shall cause the Clerk of cach House to number the Bills and Reso- 
lutions originating in their respective Houses. 


On motion of Mr. McBride, report was accepted ; the reading 
of the Rules was suspended, and they were adopted. 


On motion of Mr. Drew 100 copies, each, of the Rules of the 
Senate and Joint Rules were ordered printed. 


RULES OF THE SENATE, 


1. The President shall take Chair precisely at the hour to 
which the Senate shall have previously adjourned, and, on the 
appearance of ‘a quorum, shall call the Senate to order, and cause 
the Journal of the preceding day to be read ; but a smaller num- 
ber may adjourn from day to day, compel the attendance of absent 
nee and have the names of the absentees entered upon the 
Journal. 

2. Itshall be the duty of the President to preserve order, 
and may speak on aM questions of order in preference to any 
other member, ri-ing from his seat for that purpose, and shall de- 
cide on all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the Senate. 

9. The question shall be put in this form: As many as are of 
opinion (as the case may be), say «aye; of the contrary opinion 
say no; and in doubtful cases the President may direct, or any 
member may call for a division. 

4. Twelve Standing Committees, to consist of three members 
each, shall be ap»uinted at the commencement of the session, viz : 
A Committe? on the Judiciary; a Committee on Ways and 
Means ; a Committee on Elections ; a Committee on Claims ; a 
Committee on Corporations; a Committee on Counties ; a Conr 
mittee on Military Affairs: a Committee on Commerce ; a Com- 
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mittee on Education ; a Committee on Engrossed Bilis; a Com- 


mittee on Roads and Highways, and a Committee on Public, 


Lands. All Committees shall be appointed by the President, 
unless otherwise desired by the Senate, in which case they shall 
be appointed by ballot. 

5. Every member, when a question is taken, shall vote, unlezs 
the Senate, for special reason, shall exeuse him. 

6. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the President 
or any member require it. 

1. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, unless a 
member is speaking, and shall be decided without debate ; and no 
member shall leave his seat after à question of adjournment is 
put, until thesame shall be declared to be a vote by the President. 

8. When a member is about to speak, he shall riseand respect- 
fully address himself to the President, and when a member is 
speaking, no member shall pass between him and the Chair. 


9. The President shall preserve decorum, and if any member. 


transgress the Rules of the Senate, the President shall, or any 
member may, call to order, in which case the member called to 
order shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain, and 
the Senate shall, if appealed to, decide the case. 

10. No member shall speak more than twice on any one ques- 
tion without leave of the Senate. 

11. When à motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated 
by the President, or, being in writing, it shall be handed to the 
Chair, and read aloud by the President or Clerk before debated. 

12. After a,motion is stated by the President, or read aloud 
by the Clerk, it shall be deemed to be in possezsion of the Senate, 
but may be withdrawn at any time before a decision or emend- 
ient, by consent of the Senate. 

18. While à question i3 before the Senate, no motion shall be 
received, unless to Tie on the table, for amendment, for the previous 
question, or for postponing the main question, or to commit, or 
adjourn. 

14. The previous question shall be put in these words: “Shall 
the main question be now put?” It shall be admitted only on 
the demand of two members, and sustained by a majority of the 
Senate, and, until decided, shall preclude all amendment. 

15. Any member may call for a division of the question when 
the same shall admit of it. 

16. No committee shall sit during the sitting of the Senate, 
without special leave. 

li. The first reading of a bill shall be for information, and if 
objection be made to it, the question shall be: “Shall the bill be 
rejected?” If no objection be made, or if the question to reject, 
be lost, the bill shall go to its second reading, without a question ; 
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and the Clerk, upon the first reading, is hereby directed to have 
one hundred copies of each bill printed. 

18. Upon the second reading of a bill, the President shall 
state: “It is ready for commitment or engrossment ;` and if com- 
mitted, then the question shall be: “Whether to a Standing or 
Select Committee, or Committee of the Whole ;” but if the bill 
be ordered to be engrossed, the Senate shall appoint a day to he 
read a third time. 

19. A Dill, after commitment or report thereof, may be re- 
committed at any time before its passage. 

20. In forming a committee of the whole, the President shall 
pete the Chair, and may appoint any member as Chairman to 

reside. 
p 21. The President may, at any time, leave the Chair, and call 
any member of the Senate thereto, who shall be President for the 
time being ; and the President shall at pleasure resume the Chair. 


22. When any motion is made for amendment of any Bill or 
Resolution, the mover's name shall be inserted in the Journal. 


23. The rules of the proceedings of the Senate shall be ob- 
served in the Committee of the Whole, so far as they may be 
applicable. 

24. No member shall be permitted to vote on any subject in 
whieh he has a direet pecuniary interest. 

25. No member shall call for the yeas and nays on any vote 
€: the same shall have been declared to be a vote by the Pres- 
ident. 

26. When any Petition, Memorial or Remonstrance is pre- 
sented to the Senate, the person presenting the same shall give a 
concise statement of the purport thercof, and it shall be disposed 
of according to its character, without reading, unless the reading 
thereof is required by two members. 

27. No Bill shall pass the Senate until a third reading, nor 
shall any Bill be read more than once in one day, unless otherwise 
directed by the Senate. i 

28. If two or more members happen to rise at once, the Pres- 
ident shall name the person who is to speak first. 

29. No Standing Rule of the Senate shall be revised or 
amended without one day s notice being given thereof. 


30. No member shall absent himself from the service of the 
Senate without leave is first obtained ; and in case a less number 
than a quorum of the Senate shall convene, they are hereby au- 
thorized to send the Sergeant-at-Arms, or any person or persons 
by them authorized, for any absent member or members, as a 
majority of such members present shall agree, at the expense of 
such absent member or members, respectively, unless such excuse 
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for non-attendanee shall be made as the Senate, when a quorum is 
convened, shall deem sufficient. 

91. It shall be the duty of the Sergeantat-Arms to keep 
order in the lobby, and to obey orders of the Senate from time 
to time. 

32, Itshall be the duty of the Chief Clerk to keep an exact 
Journal of the proceedings of the Senate, and he shall, from time 
to time, be subject to such farther orders as the Senate may direct. 

38. No persons except the members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, the Clerk, the Governor, the Secretary of State, 
Judges of the Supreme and Circuit Courts, Attorney General, 
and members of Congress, shall be admitted within the Bar of 
the Senate during the sittings of the same, unless invited by a 
member. 

34. Any member voting in the minority,on any question, and 
protesting against the vote of the Senate, may have his protest 
entered on the Journal, if the language and tenor of such protest 
would have been admissible in the discussion of thé subject. 

35. The following method shall be the order or rule of doing 
business in the Senate, to-wit : 


1. Petitions, Memorials and Remonstrances. 

2. Reports from Standing Committees. 

9. Reports from Select Committees. 

4. Propositions and Motions.

Gentlemen of the Senate: 
Herewith, I return S, B. No. 7, with my objections to one 
provision thereof. I have no objections to the main features of 


the bill, but do not approve of that part which provides that the , 


Secretary of State may, if he deem it necessary, call upon claim- 
ants for the production of other evidence of their fidelity to the 
United States, and tp this State ; nor do I approve of that pro- 
vision that allows the Secretary to reject claims, if proof to` Ais 
satisfaction is not produced. A person, through malicious mo- 
tives, may, unknown to the claimant, go to the Setretary of State, 
and prejudice his mind against a loyal .citizen, having a claim 
against the State, which would lead to the production of addi- 
tional testimony. It is a disgrace to be suspected: of disloyalty ; 
and the suspicion resting upon any man of whom the Secretary 
had required additional proof, would degrade him in the estima- 
tion of Joyal men, not having a full knowledge of ‘the facts. It 
places the Secretary of State in an unenviable position, when he 
is to say fo one man, I suspect your loyalty. and to another, I 
o not. l 

The Secretary of State is a ministerial officer, and not a judicial 
officer. The decision of a question, as to whether a man is enti- 
tled to a claim against the State, when his loyalty is at issue, is a 
judicial question, involving a knowledge of law, and the rules of 
evidence, which should not be passed on by a ministerial officer, 
without the right of appeal. - 
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This bill provides no right of appeal from the decision of the 
Secretary of State, and, under it, a Joyal citizen might lose a just 
claim, and sustain a greater loss—that of his character for fidelity 
to. the Government. f
